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Recent  as  well  as  former  legislation  on  matters 
affecting  the  miners  and  mining  interest's  of  British 
Columbia,  having  demonstrated  that  our  govern- 
ment and  representatives  do  not  sufficiently  under- 
stand the  requirements  of  its  mining  sections ; 
therefore,  to  efficiently  protect  them  against  op- 
pressive legislation  ;  to  secure  their  freedom  from 
the  present  hampering  restrictiims  in  the  Railway 
Belt,  and  to  effectively  encourage  the  different 
mining  camps  or  districts  by  judicious  enactments 
and  needful  appropriations,  it  has  become  impera- 
tive that  all  interested  in  mining  in  the  Province 
should  combine  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  united 
organization  for  the  protection  of  their  common 
interests.  By  united  action  our  strength  would  be 
sufficient  to  command  attention,  and  our  thorough 
acquaintance  with  our  own  needs  would  entitle  us 
to  respect  and  consideration  in  the  councils  of  leg- 
islation, which  should  very  materially  assist  in  the 
promotion  of  necj^ssary  enactments,  and  which 
individually  we  would  be  powerless  to  effect. 

With  this  idea  in  view,  we  have  organized  a 
Miners'    Association    at    Revelstoke,     and    have 
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adopted  the  subjoined  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
which  we  now  submit  to  your  consideration,  with 
the  earnest  hope  that  the  matter  will  be  found 
sufficiently  important  to  lead  to  an  organization 
among  yourselves  based  on  similar  principles,  and 
that  you  will  heartily  co-operate  with  us  in  the  for- 
mation of  a  central  organization,  embracing  all  the 
district  associations.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


AKTICLE  I. 


NAME  OF  THE   ASSOCIATION. 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be,  "The 
Miners'  Association  of  British  Columbia ;  Revel- 
stoke  Camp. " 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECTS. 

The  object  of  the  Association  is  the  union  of 
miners  and  all  interested  directly  in  mining  opera- 
tions, for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  encourag- 
ing the  mining  interests  in  Bcitish  Columbia,  and 
to  advise  with  the  governing  powers  regarding  all 
legislati(m  affecting  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and 
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an  Executive  Committee  of  eleven  persons,  who 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  the  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  being  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES   OP  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  ^Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corre- 
spondence and  keep  the  records  of  the  Association, 
receive  all  monies  which  may  be  paid  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, pay  them  to  the  Treasurer  and  take  his 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  perform  all  other  duties 
usually  incident  to  the  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all 
the  funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  shall 
disbuise  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee.  He  shall,  previous  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  audit  a  de- 
tailed account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  the  past  year,  which  annual  account,  duly 
audited,  he  shall  present  to  the  Association  at  its 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
the  management,  control  and   disposition  of  the 
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afl'airs,  property  and  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
shall  have  power  to  fill  for  the  unexpired  term  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the 
Association,  or  in  its  own  body,  and  to  appoint  del- 
egates, if  required  for  any  special  purpose,  with 
power  to  levy  assessments  to  defray  expenses  of 
such  delegates,  or  any  other  expenses  connected 
with  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEMBERS. 

Any  Free  Miner  or  person  directly  interested  in 
mining,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  committee  on  membership, 
regularly  appointed,  and  the  payment  of  one  dollar 
initiation  fee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ELECTION   OF  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
others  are  elected  to  fill  their  places. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  held  at  Revelstoke  on  the  Second 
Monday  in  April,  when  the  annual  election  of 
officers  shall  take  place. 

Sec.  2.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  held  on  the  First  Monday  in  each  month. 
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Sec.  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Association 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President  upon  the  written 
request  of  not  less  than  ten  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. A  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President 
and  Secretary. 

Sec.  4.  A  quorum  of  the  Associate* '^n  for  the 
transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  a  majority 
of  the  members,  and  votes  by  proxy  in  writing  be 
admissible. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  all  the  members  present,  or  voting  by  proxy 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion upon  a  written  notice  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment being  sent  by  mail  or  otherwise  or  advertised 
ten  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting  to  each 
member  at  his  last  known  address.
